REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

As to independent claim 1, the prior art of record 
fails to show the combination recited in any of the 
claims. In particular, the prior art of record fails 
to show or collectively teach (ii) the header regions 
of the first and second lead frame portions, and (iii) 
the conductive member, wherein the lead regions of the 
first and second lead frame portions extend from said 
packaging material and are adapted to allow the device 
to be surface-mounted with another electrical 
component, and wherein the first and second chips are 
not stacked upon each other within the packaged device. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the Issue Fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the Issue Fee.
